Spends Day on Grave. 


The lime was stored in the 
basement of Mrs. Heady’s home 
in St. Joseph. Hall spent nearly 
an entire day digging a grave 
for the yet-to-be-kidnaped boy 
in Mrs. Heady’s back yard. 
After digging the grave on Sept. 
27, he prepared the first ran- 
som note with Mrs. Heady’s as- 
sistance. 


“Your bey has been kid- 
naped,” it read. “Get $600,000 
in $20 and $10 bills.” 

The note instructed Green- 
lease, when he had the money 
ready, to ‘nsert an advertise- 
ment in the Kansas City Star 
reading: “M—wWill meet you in 
Chicago next’ Sunday... Mr. G.” 

Mrs. Greenlease Followed. 

Prior to the kidnaping, Hall 
and Mrs. Heady had followed 
Mrs. Greenlease, from her home 
to the schools attended by the 
children, carefully noting times 
and places. 

On Sept. 28 they got up early 
and drove to Kansas City in Mrs. 
Heady’s station wagon, stopping 
at a tavern for “a drink or two” 
before they parked near the 
French Institute of Notre Dame 
de Sion, 


After seeing Greenlease drive 
up in his blue Cadillac and let 
Bobby out at the Catholic school, 
Mrs. Heady and her co-conspira- 
tor drove to a Katz drug store 
parking lot. There Hall waited 
while Mrs. Heady took a taxicab 
back to the school. 

Posing as Bobby’s aunt, Mrs. 
Heady told the nuns at the 
school that Mrs. Greenlease had 
suffered a heart attack, and she 
had come to take the boy to his 
mother’s bedside at St. Mary's 
Hospital. 

Escorted to Chapel. 

While one nun went to get the 
boy, another escorted the “aunt” 
to a chapel and said, “We will 
step in here and say a,prayer 
for Mrs. Greenlease.”

They drove 
into Kansas, and turned off the 
highway into a wheat field. Bob- 
by made a remark about some 
large, green hedge balls. 

“Inasmuch as I knew this was 
the place where Carl was going 
to murder the victim,” Mrs. 
Heady related, “I did nét want 
to be present to witness the 
actual murdering, so I told Bob- 
by I would get him one of the 
hedge balls.” 

After letting down the tailgate 
of the station wagon and spread- 
ing a plastic sheet in the back 
of the machine, Hall placed a 
short rope around Bobby’s neck 
and tried to strangle him. The 
boy struggled and kicked so vio- 
lently Hall abandoned the rope 
and used his revolver, he said, 

He fired two shots. The first 
bullet missed, but the second 
struck the boy in the head. 

Hall wrapped the body in the 
plastic sheet, and Mrs, Heady 

helped, lift it into the station 
wagon. At some time during the 
stop in the wheat field she lost 
her small velvet hat. 

Placed in Grave. 

Bobby’s body was taken to 
St. Joseph and placed in the 
prepared grave.

Pastor Writes Hall Said Christ 
Kept Him From Killing 5 More 


in His Heart but 


Kidnaper Told Clergyman He Had Murder 


God Knew and 


Stopped Him. 


(Editor’s note: The following 
account of the execution of Carl 
Austin Hall and Bonnie Brown 
Heady was written at the invi- 
tation of the Kansas City Star 
by one of the eight clergymen 
who saw, talked to and gave spir- 
itual counsel to the two in prep- 
aration for their execution early 
today. The author insists on re- 
maining anonymous and* has 
written this in an effort to point 
out the Christian values in- 
volved. It was made available to 
the Associated Press ‘by the 
Star.) 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 18— 
Carl Hali died a tremendous 
witness for Christ. 

And it saved the lives of five 
others. 

This he declared, for the 
world to know, just before he 
and Bonnie Brown Heady were 
executed for the kidnap-murder 
of little Bobby Greenlease. 

“I ¢an see good in this, Fa- 
ther,” he said to one who was 
ministering to him. 
killed Bobby. If I had had just 
12 hours more, I would have 
killed five more. God saved me 
from that.” 

Did he mean five more from 
among those identified with the 
case? 

“Oh, no,” said Hall, “I mean 
five that I’ve hated all my life. 
I'd have gotten them too, with 
all that money, it would have 
been easy. See what I mean? I 
killed only one, and was caught. 
It might have been six—five 

more.” 

: ‘The Working of Christ.’ 

He paused, and then said with 
emphasis: 

“That's the working of Christ. 
It had’ to be. I had murder in 
my heart. God knew,-and saved 
those five others.” 

He lit a cigarette. 

“I’m glad,” he added, “and 
you can do something for me, 
Father. Tell the world. Tell 
them that only God is important. 
I know now. And tell them that. 
if it weren’t for whisky, these 
penitentiaries would be ‘closed. 

“Tell the world, Father. Look 


a mean, drunken, miserable so- 
and-so, Christ could: do it for 
anybody. I know. 

“Father, I'm an intelligent 
man,” he said. “This isn’t a 
conversation because I’m afraid 
of death. I’ve never been afraid 
of death. All my life I've been 
wondering, thinking: And if it 
made sense to intelligent men 
all over the world, there must 
be something to it.”

OF PARENTS SAYS 


dictments Returned 
Against Him, Friend. 


NEW YORK, .Dec. 18 (UP)— 
A grand jury returned a first 
degree murder indictment today 
against a bespectacled youth 
who says he gave a poisoned 
champagne cocktail to his par- 
ents because his mother had al- 
ways called him a sissy. 


Bronx District Attorney 
George de Luca also obtained 
a,murder indictment against a 
friend of the youth who ad- 
wWifted he took part in the crime. 

Harlow Fraden, 20 years old, 
a New York University chem- 
istry graduate, confessed to po- 
lice last night that Ke poisoned 
his parents in their Bronx apart- 
ment last August. 

The parents, Dr. and Mrs 
William Fraden, died within 
minutes after drinking the 
cocktail. 


Expected Share of Money. 

Dennis Wepman, 23, a would- 
be writer and frequent room- 
mate of Fraden’s, had told po- 
lice of the crime 24 hours be- 
fore Fraden confessed. Wepman 
said he helped plan the crime 
and had expected to get a share 
of his friend's inheritance. This 
was estimated today at $50,000, 
instead of $150,000 as Wepman 
said Fraden told him. 

The deaths of Fraden’s par- 
ents had been listed as “appar- 
ent suicides” after their bodies 
were “discovered” two days 
later by Fraden and Wepman. 
Fraden was living away from 
home in a Manhattan apartment 
at the time, 

De Luca said last night Fra- 
den confessed he killed his par- 
ents “because, as long as he 
could recall, and before he knew 
anything about sex, his mother 
told him he was abnormal. 

“This he strongly resented. 
Fraden further stated he did 
not kill his parents for personal 
gain, because his parents gave 
him all the money he wanted,” 
the district attorney said. 

Wepman was waiting outside 
the apartment door when Fra- 
den poured the poisoned cham- 
pagne for his parents and a 
glass of unvoisoned champagne 
for himself. When Wepman 
heard the bodies fall to the 
floor, he rushed inside. 

He said Fraden's 53-year-old 
father, a city health department 
physician, was struggling to 
rise and Fraden poured more 
poison down his throat. The 
mother, Shirley, 50, apparently 
had died. quickly. 

Wepman told police he “went 
al with the idea” of killing 
F n’s parents because he 
symvathized with his friend’s 
family problem. 


‘Hated: His Mother.’ 

“Harlow hated his mother be- 
cause he regarded her as a para- 
noid who imposed her will on 
his father,” Wepman was qroted 
as saying. “He hated her also 
becatise his allowance was cut 
because he didn’t have a job.”

Fraden displayed little con- 
cern for his fate as he waited 
to be fingerprinted yesterday.

| The neighborhood population is 
| about 4800 persons, living in 
, 1641 units. 

Of these units, the report said, 
'64.9 per cent are in good condi- 
tion, 9 per cent need minor re- 
pair and 26.1 per cent major re- 
pair. 

The Mayor said one important 
factor in selection of the two 
neighborhoods was the high per- 
centage of home ownership — 
about 66 per cent in each region. 
This will improve prospects of 
success of the projects, he said. 

Reaction ‘Excellent.’ 

He remarked that the tentative 
development plans prepared by 
the rehabilitation committee _al- 
jready have been shown to busi- 
ness and civic leaders in the 
Hyde Park and Cherokee areas, 
whose reaction has been “excel- 
lent.” 

Further consultation with 
neighborhood citizens will be 
held, Tucker added, to receive 
their viewpoints toward additions | 
and modifications to the plan as 
it now stands, 


The committee report, pre- 
pared by the City Plan Commis- 
sion and the Divisions of Health, 
and Building and Inspection, em- 
phasized that both areas had 
many valuable features but also 
showed “signs of deterioration 
which must be corrected soon.”

DECLARED LEGAL 
' EQUALS OF MEN 


BONN, Dec. 18 (UP)—German 
women were recognized today 
for the first time as legally the 
equals of men. 

The highest West German 
court, the constitutional court in 
Karlsruhe, decreed that a sec- 
tion of the federal constitution 
declaring that “men and women 
have equal rights” became effec- 
tive last April 1, April Fools’ 
day. 

Temporarily, at least, West 
German women may have ‘basis 
to complain that that date is un- 
usually appropriate. For there are 
no laws as yet regulating or de- 
fining their new “equality.” 

Legislation backing up these 
rights and defining them in 
legal terms must be enacted be- 
fore they can expect tangible 
rélief. 

Under an old law of 1897, for 
instance, husbands automatically 
have assumed stewardship—and 
to them that means ownership 
and control—of all properties 
owned by their wives at the 
time of marriage. They could 
legally bar their wives from 
their homes and take a mistress 
and keep her under the same 
roof with his wife.

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How Good Are the Schools? 


At least since Plato’s day, men have been writ- 
‘ing about education, So a considerable stack of 
“literature” on the subject had piled up even be- 
fore the first little red schoolhouse was built. But 
sometimes it seems to us that this has been 
dwarfed by what has been said in newspapers, 
magazines and books in this country in just the 
years since the end of the war. 

Another batch of material on education is just 
in from the Research Division of the National 
Education Association. With pages and pages of 
statistics it confirms what has been worrying 
people in St. Louis and all over the United 
States. -Enrollment, according to this report, 
is up another 1,197,000 in 1953-54. There has 
been an increase in teaching staffs of 38,000, 
but this has by no means made up the drastic 
teacher shortage. 

School boards are spending about $500,000,000 
or $12 a pupil more than in the last academic 
year. And there has been an average increase of 
4.8 per cent in the salaries of teachers, princi- 
pals and supervisors. But 500,000 pupils are be- 
ing deprived of full-time schooling by the short- 
age of school buildings. 

It is, of course, essential to have this kind of 
bookkeeping if the American people are to do 
right by the 29,000,000 pupils now in their class- 
rooms. But sometimes we feel there is too much 
statistical information about the mechanics and 
finances of our schools, and not nearly enough 
about what happens after the schoolhouse is 
built, the teacher employed, and the pupil en- 
rolled and assigned to Room 9A. 

* * + 

Arthur E. Bestor, a professor of history at the 
University of Nilnois, took a look into Room 
9A. And he does not like what he saw. Likewise 
Albert Lynd, a business man of Sharon, Mass. 
Both have been moved to write books and the 
titles of these tell a lot. Mr. Lynd’s is “Quackery 
in the Public Schools.” Prof. Bestor's is a little 
longer: “Educational Wastelands: The Retreat 
from Learning in Our Schools.” 


Their complaint boils down to a charge that 
teachers are not really teaching. The graduates 
of the teachers’ colleges have had courses in 
methods of teaching French or methods of teach- 
ing history, but they do not know énough French 
or enough history. 

Further, our “practical” school boards are too 
eager to offer courses in cooking and auto re- 
pairing while dismissing Latin or higher mathe- 
matics as “useless frills.” This has gone so far 
that the University of Wisconsin. according to 
Lynd, actually accepted for an advanced degree 
a thesis on “The Effects of Coaching on the Ac- 
quisition of Skill in Free Throws.” 

Maybe the average P.-T.A. member is not sure 
about the ideal curriculum. Yet he can learn 
something about this just as he learns about the 
latest architectural developments in school de- 
sign. This goes especially for local citizens’ school 
committees and volunteer state commissions.

Such public participation may grow out of the 
“departmental council” program now being 
pushed by the St. Louis Board of Education. 
Under this, groups of teachers and citizens are 
to seek remedies for weaknesses found in local 
high schools. So far, this approach seems largely 
vocational and utilitarian. For example, the 
“councils” are to determine how much a pupil 
heeds to know of science and mathematics to 
get a ‘job’ in’ St. ‘Louis, and the National Office 
Managers’ Association is asking 500 business 
firms how much mastery of “the spoken and 


- written word” they require of employes. 


Eventidally youngsters do have to earn a liv- 
ing, and we are sure they could do so without 
ever having heard Shelley ask: “If Winter comes, 
can Spring be far behind?” They probably would 
not have te know how many Senators there 
are in Washington, or what happened in 1776. 
But if they do not learn this and considerably 
more, then those who pay the school tax will be 
short-changed. 

Those who pay for our schools should take a 
look at what they are getting for the money. To 
say this in Jefferson’s Virginia or Emerson's 
Massachusetts would have been supererogation. 
But was & really good education more important 
then than in our strained, confused and prob- 
lem-proliferating time?

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Extending the Hay Rates 

We hope the railroads are going to respond 
promptly and. graciously to Gov. Donnelly’s re- 
quest for extension of reduced rates on drouth- 
relief hay‘to next March 31. The Governor says 
20,000. carloads will be needed in January, Feb- 
ruary and March. The present expiration date 
for the reduced ratés is Dec. 31. 

When Gov. Donnelly was obliged to ask for an 
earlier extension of the time limit, last month, 
he met_with refusal until the Frisco and Missouri 
Pacific acteded to his request, after which the 
other railroads followed their lead. It. will be 
much better this time if all the lines will readily 
agree to do what plainly remains to be done.

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Beria, Back to the Robots 

News that Lavrenty Beria, former Russian 
deputy premier, and six of his associates are to 
be tried on charges of treason and other high 
crimes. turns the Soviet record back to 1936 
when the Moscow purges amazed the democratic 
peoples of the West. 

Whatever changes may have occurred under 
the new dispensation in the Kremlin, its prose- 
cuting arm is following the old pattern. Not 
only is a whole catalogue of crimes ascribed to 
the accused, but these are said to have been 
committed almost since the establishment of the 
Soviet regime. In spite of Beria’s high office 
and his many governmental responsibilities, all 
is black. And in the now expected Russian man- 
ner, he admits everything. , 

This broad sweep of accusations and this com- 
plete acknowledgement of guilt still baffle the 
Western mind. In France, Britain or the United 
States, the man’s record of accomplishments for 
his government would be compared with the 
charges. . Questions would be asked—especially 
how such deep perfidy could be so long unde- 
tected. But in Russia the official radio announces 
-—even before the setting of a date for the trials 
~—that the people are demanding his death.

This often happens. The crime is committed 
in defiance of law and conscience, yet few crim- 
inals are altogether beyond some recognition— 
often too late—of their own criminality.

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The Housing Report 
Reserving the right to revise and amend our 


remarks upon fuller acquaintance, we hazard — 


the guess that the Président’s advisory commit- 
tee on housing policy has laid a large, shiny egg. 
_ Three considerations support this preliminary 
judgment: 

(1) A housing program which is intended to 
maintain approximately the same rate of con- 
struction that has been achieved in the past 
without the program inevitably raises the ques- 
tion: well, then, why this program? And once 
that question is asked, another one will occur 
to the asker: If the construction of a million 
homes a year is a desirable goal, and the present 
program has achieved it, what's wrong with the 
present program? 

(2) The committee ducks two key questions 


on public housing, namely, how many low-rental .. 


homes should be built for slum clearance, and 
how they shall be financed, It says these ques- 
tions are the responsibility of Congress and the 


Administration, But so are all the other ques-. 


tions on which it reaches confident decisions. 
By bringing in no recommendation on these as- 
pects of public housing, and by blathering about 
hoping to lessen the need for public housing, the 
committee has in effect voted against it. 

(3) The committee has formulated no ade- 
quate substitute for public housing as an agen- 
cy of slum clearance. Instead, it talks about or- 
ganizing propaganda for slum “prevention,” and 
about 100 per sent loans for homes to be built 
and apparently sold to low-income families, and 
about facilitating the sale of public housing 
when it is no longer needed. For a working and 
workable program of slum clearance, in short, 
the committee appears to substitute a hypo- 
thetical and speculative one. 

We mg be wrong. Maybe this is the great 
dynamic housing program everybody has been 
looking for. But, at first sight, we doubt it.

Mayor Tucker is on firm ground in objecting 
to a bill that would halt the compulsory elimina- 
tion of outdoor toilets here until April 1955. 
Not only would it be unfair to those property 
owners who have complied with the law; it also 
could jeopardize the city’s chances of obtaining 
federal money for slum clearance. 

But perhaps more important to the public in- 
terest is the effect the proposal could have on 
the public health. Many of the city’s 7000 out- 
side toilets are in such bad states of repair that 
they invite the spread of disease. 

As the bill stands, it would prevent the health 
division from moving against any property owner 
without his consent. This is something like pre- 
venting a policeman from interfering with a 
holdup man without his consent. The Board of 
Aldermen ought not to be guilty of enacting 
such nonsense into law.

Exposes in Charity Fund-Raising 

A good service is being performed for charity 
fund-raising generally by a New York joint legis- 
lative committee investigating questionable meth- 
ods. From the exposures which this committee is 
making, it is becoming apparent that improve- 
ment is called for in at least two regards. 

First, the method of sending out unsolicited 
merchandise as a means of raising funds is an 
extremely wasteful one. The National Kids’ Day 
Foundation, which is reported to have used for 
the benefit of children only 10 per cent of the 
funds it collected, is not the only organization 
that uses this questionable method.. The Better 
Business Bureau of St. Louis says this method 
usually eats up at least 85 per cent of the charity 
dollar, and frequently more, before any money 
reaches the object for which it was given. 

Second, the intent of Congress is being evaded 
by organizations which were honored with con- 
gressional charters. The charters require the 
filing of annual financial reports. This require 
ment is evaded when the organization contracts 
to have its fund-raising done by a legally separate 
corporation which is under no obligation to make 
financial reports to Congress or anyone else.

American Veterans, Under this arrangement, 
the investigating committee’s counsel reported, 
$21,000,000 has been raised in the last three 
years and 79 per cent of it, or some $17,000,000, 
has been spent for the costs of fund-raising and 
administration. The St. Louis Better Business 
Bureau says Amvets and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars employ the same method of evading Con- 
gress’s mandate of annual financial rerorts.

What is at stake is, as Secretary 
Dulles said, the formation of a 
lAsting partnership between 
France and Germany, This part- 
nership is essential to the peace 
and security of Europe. So great 
a thing cannot be brought about 
by a showdown. 


Problem to Be Resolved. 


It is often said that there is 
no good alternative to EDC. It 
would be truer to say that there 
is no good alternative to Franco- 
German reconciliation. That is 
why it is the business of all 
“concerned to avoid a showdown 
which may compel us to consider 
the undesirable alternatives, The 
undesirable alternatives are 


‘those which in any way prevent 


the reconciliation of France with 
Germany; or align the United 
States and Great Britain with 
‘the one against the other. 

- Instead of trying to force the 


'{gste of ratification, our real in- 


terest is to stay with the prob- 
lem of Franco-German relations 
until it is resolved. By staying 
with the problem, I mean tak- 
ing the position that there is for 
us ho alternative to a Franco 
German reconciliation.

No ‘Agonizing Reappraisal.’ 


We must not forget that while 
the new atomic weapons may be 
decisive in war, it is the con- 
ventional weapons and particu- 
larly the infantry that are of 
paramont importance in a cold 
war inside a continent. As Ger- 
many is a great power with great 
political grievances, the danger 
of giving~her predominant po- 
litical influence in Europe is 
something that no far-seeing 
statesman can afford to ignore. 
To recognize this is not to ar- 
gue that Germany should not be 
armed, or that Germany should 
not become a member of the 
Western community. It is 4o 
argue that the French are right 
In wanting to be sure that they 
will not be left alone on the 
ground in Europe with a super- 
ior Germany army: that in some 
effective and reliable way the 
British and the Americans will 
be present also. 

This does not call for any 
“agonizing reappraisal” of basic 
United States policy. It does re- 
quire a reappraisal of much that 
was military dogma three years 
ago. 


In Wake of a Showdown. 


As a matter of fact this reap- 
praisal is actually in progress. 
Since EDC was first conceived 
three years ago there has been a 
big change in the military ap- 
praisal of the ground forces 
needed in Europe. This reap- 
praisal is due to the develop- 
ment of the new weapons and, 
also, to the great and decisive 
progress made by NATO on the 
southern flank of the Red salient 
in Europe. 
What has not been reappraised 
as yet are the military assump- 
tions upon which were based the 
original demand for a large 
European ground army. Yet 
there is good reason for wonder- 
ing whether such a reappraisal 
will not show that the big ground 
army is no longer a good mili- 
tary investment, and that it may 
at the same time be a political 
liability. 

We should avoid a showdewn 
on EDC for if the treaty is de- 
feated, we shall be left with a 
hopeless breach between France 
and Germany. And if the treaty 
is ratified under pressure and in 
a deeply divided country, we 
shall only have forced the French 
into a shotgun wedding. That 
does not augur well for the hap- 
piness of either party. 

The wise course is to perse- 
vere in the search for the basis 
of a true agreement to persevere 
no matter how long it takes. 
provided the time is used for 
negotiation and for reappraisal 
aimed at reconciliation and part- 
nership.

ROME, Dec. 18—Giovanni Pa- 
pini, one of Italy's foremost 
philosophers and a ‘convert to 
Catholicism, has created a stir 
in Vatican circles with his latest 


work, “The Devil,” in which he 
holds that in the end God will 
pardon Satan and that hell it- 
self will become an Eden. 

Some vatican sources ob- 
served that 72-year-old Floren- 
tine-born Papini—whose “Life 
of Christ” in 1921 was regarded 
as the first fruit of. his conver- 
sion — runs headlong against 
Catholic doctrine on this point. 

The eternity of hell,. it was 
pointed out, was explicitly as- 
serted in the Scriptures and un- 
equivocally so in St. Matthew, 
25:46; St. Mark, 9:42; and in the 
apocalypse (revelation) according 
to St. John, 14:11 and 20:10. St. 
Augustine is held to have 
summed it up in “City_of God,” 
saying that it would be absurd 
to exclude the eternity of hell 
because of the words of God, “go 
to eternal punishment.” The 
church \was said to have sim- 
ilarly defined its attitude at the 
fourth Lateran council in 1215. 
The Vatican sources expressed 
belief that Papini “might be 
asked to retract the error con- 
tained in the book.”

Sleazy Melodrama 


° LTHOUGH there is a fair amount of realism and action 
in “98 RIVER STREET,” a melodrama of the sleazy 
sort at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, it fails to be more 
than routine because, like so many of the run of the mill 
Hollywood products, it substitutes violence 
for any real suspense. 

We have John Payne as an ex-prize- 
fighter turned cab driver who is being 
framed for the murder of his wife, who 
was killed by a jewel thief with whom 
she had been about to run away. In the 
process of proving his innocence Mr. Payne 
is thoroughly slugged and kicked a couple of times, in addi- 
tion to being shot, and dishes out some beatings of his own. 
This meaningless brutality is a poor substitute for dramatic 
tension, and some convincing -atmospliéte and believable 
characterizations by Payne himself, Evelyn Keyes, Brad 
Dexter, Jay Adler and Jack Lambert are wasted. Just the 
familiar private-eye formula in a slightly different “frame” 
work.

He does it with a 
brooding. intensity far better than the 
routine script, which concentrates far 
more on the bang-bang stuff than on the psychological 
compulsions behind it.

Paul’s Troubles in Jerusalem 


Apostle Is Imprisoned by Romans to Save Him From His Enemies, Finally Insists on Appeal to Rome

CHAPTER TWELVE. 
ARM welcome awaited Paul 
on this final visit to Jeru- 
salem. All the Christians 
there now knew of his glorious 
work on the three mission journ- 
eys. They marveled at his ener- 
gy and fire. To James the Less, 
and the elders, Paul made his 
report, summarizing his activi- 
ties. And as Luke adds, “He re- 
lated particularly what things 
God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by his ministry.” 


The listening ancients of the 
new Church broke into prayer, 
glorifying God for news of the 
spread of-the faith. 

Six treasurers had come to 
Jerusalem with Paul, carrying 
the relief fund collection. Of 
these six men, only. one was a 
Jew. All of them, naturally, were 
curious about Jerusalem, eager 
to see every landmark of the 
earthly life of Christ. Paul’s en- 
emies watched the Gentile tour- 
ists paddling the cobblestoned 
streets in their sandals, chasing 
from the Garden of Gethsemane 
over to the garden of Joseph of 
Arimathea. They watched, and 
they plotted. 

Then, finally, these malicious 
men announced to everyone in 
tones of dramatic horror: “Paul 
has defiled the Temple! He 
has brought one of his Gentile 
friends—this Trophimus of 
Ephesus—into the Temple with 
him!” 

As curious mobs surrounded 
them, they grabbed Paul as if 
he were a felon. The leaders” 
dragged Paul out of the Temple. 
In that screaming tumult on the 
street, hands clutched for Paul’s 
throat, ready to choke him to 
death. He was saved by the ar- 
rival of Roman troops. 

The tribune of the imperial 
troop of horse soldiers had re- 
ceived word of rioting in the 
streets. With soldiers and cen- 
turions the tribune, whose name 
was Lysias, led the way, running 
down the hilly street from his 
castle. Amid sullen silence 
Lysias stalked to where Paul 
stood, bruised and bloody, and 
gave the order which saved the 
apostle. 

“Put this man in chains!” 

The soldiers bound Paul, with 
a chain on his wrists and on his 
ankles, as if he were a véry 
dangerous man—which he was. 
Then Lysias demanded: “Who 
is this fellow? And what has 
he done?” 

Every sort of accusation broke 
forth in bellows of contradiction 
from the riotors. Payl was a 
blasphemer, many screamed, 
just as they had accused his 
Master, a quarter of a century 
ago, He was a traitor, he incited 

to tumult in the. streets, 


The Roman tribune stopped 
his ears with his’ elegantly 
gloved hands. 

“Carry this man,” Lysias or- 
dered, “to the castle.” 
- Actually, Paul had to be car- 
ried like a child up the long 
flight of steps to the Castle An- 

nia; had to be held high up 
beyond the reach of the people 
who wanted to kill him. The 
tribune heaved a sigh of relief 
as they reached the top platform 
of the marble stairs. He had no 
interest in Jerusalem riots; he 
cared nothing for Paul, and was 
concerned only with his job of 
maintaining public peace. Now 
the mob was kept at bay with 
Roman spears and broadswords. 
It a few minutes Paul would be 
lodged safely in a dungeon, and 
the nasty affair would be ended. 

But just at the door of the up- 
per platform, the prisoner, again 
on his feet, startled his captor. 

“May I speak something to 
you?” asked Paul ina low, 
polite tone.

“IT am a Jew of Tarsus in 
Cilicia, a citizen of no mean 
city,” Paul said, “and I beseech 
you to let me speak to the 
people.”

YSIAS laid the back of his 

hand against his forehead, 

What kind of fellow was this, 
who speaks perfect Armaic and 
Greek and Latin and who, hav- 
ing been nearly murdered by 
that crowd, still surging and 
boiling on the marble stairs, 
wants to make a speech to his 
enemies? Lysias knew a gentle- 
man when he saw one. With a 
rough nod, he gave permission. 

Standing on the height of 
stairs, Paul beckoned to e 
crowds held back by the Roman 
guards below. In the Hebrew 
tongue, Paul began in the hush~ 
of that warm afternoon by de- 
claring to the people the history 
of his conversion. He told them 
of his experience on tHe road to 
Damascus, and they listened in 
respectful silence. And then he 
told them that God Himself had 
said to him: “Go, for unto the 
Gentiles will I send thee.” 

That was the unintended end 
of Paul’s speech. At the very 
mention of the Gentiles, the 
mob, as with ohe voice shrieked: 
“Away with such an one from 
the earth, for it is not fit that 
he should live.” 

Lysias, who had been listen- 
ing fascinated by Paul’s out- 
burst, now sprang into action.

Scourge him! Torture him! Even 
his own soldiers must have been 
startled at the tribune’s orders. 

At Lysias’ command, the foot 
soldiers bound Paul with leather 
thongs, his feet and hands made 
immovable, just as the prophet 
had foretold, Paul drew a deep 
breath; his face, though marred 
and blood-stained, was at peace. 
With perfect calm, he asked a 
question: “Centurion!

Christian charity, forgive his of- 
fense.’ The law read that no 
Roman citizen could be tortured 
and no citizen could be bound 
with thongs until he had been 
properly tried and condemned. 
Lysias had already broken that 
law, and he well realized he 
could be made to smart for it. 
He loosed Paul’s hands and feet 
at once. 

For one night he kept Paul in 
the castle, And all evening long 
Lysias tossed in his bed, trying 
to decide the best course of ac- 
tion. By dawn, he had thought 
of a plan. He would keep Paul 
under protective custody, so that 
he could not be torn to death by 
those mobs in the-street. At the 
same time, he would return him 
to local authority by taking him 
back to the Temple, to the throne 
‘chair of the high priest. The 
tribune would see to it that the 
whole Sanhedrin would be called 
into session.

ND at the word of Roman 
A autherity the priests did in- 
deed come together to hear 
Paul’s case. . 
Paul well knew that these lis- 


.tening magistrates were hostile. 


Only God knew what tales they. 
had heard during the last three 
years. But Paul was also a mas- 
ter of the Law, with a Pharisee’s 
confidence in the integrity of 
judges. So he began bravely, de- 
claring: “I am_ a® Pharisee, the 
son of Pharisees: concerning the 
hope and resurrection of the 
dead, I am called into question.” 

By this simple statement Paul 
moved with adroitness to divide 
his judges into two camps, Phari- 
sees and Sadducees. The Sa#d- 
ducees considered themselves in- 
tellectuals, who believed in free 
will but not in immortality. 

The Pharisees, whose insist- 
ence on ritualistic laws was at 
the base of all the dissension 
in the Christian Church, now 
veered over to the side of Paul. 
Turning wrathfully away from 
the Sadducees, the Pharisees 
sprang to their feet, shouting 


in unwitting imitation of Pon- . 


tius Pilate: 

“We find no evil in this man.” 

Into the teeth of their ene- 
mies, they hurled a challenge 
which intellectuals still do not 
know how to meet: 

“What if a spirit hath spoken 
to him? Or an angel?” 

The answer was renewed tu- 
mult. The judges snarled at each 
other; the watching crowds 
caught the infection. In another 
instant there would be sticks, 
knives, and blood in the coun- 
cil chamber. 

“They will pull this man Paul 
to pieces,” groaned Lysias. “Go 
down,” he commanded his sol- 
diers, “and take him by force 
from the council chamber. Bring 
him into the castle.” 

Back in a cell, Paul was left 
alone. The Romans, to quell the 
mobs, would appease them by 
ordering his death. Paul felt 
sure of that finish to his career.

AUL’S sister, who lived in Je- 
rusalem and who had housed 
Paul in his student days, had a 
son. Of this nephew history was

Mother and son heard of an oath 
taken against Paul. Breathlessly 
Paul’s nephew came to the cell 
in the castle to pour out the 
news. Paul listened . attentively, 
then urged a centurion to take 
the panting young visitor to 
Lysias, the tribune. With eye- 
brows raised, Lysias took the 
lad aside with him privately. 
“What is it that you have to 
tell me?” 

’ Breathiessly, the boy gave him 
the details: 

“They have agreed to ask you 
to bring Paul tomorrow into the 
council—as if they meant to in- 
quire something more certain 
egncerning him. But do not be- 
lieve them. For there lie in 
wait for him more than 40 men, 
who have bound themselves by 
oath neither to eat nor to drink 
till they have killed him.” 


Lysias pondered this explosive 
problem. If Paul were killed and 
a report went back to Rome 
that Lysias had allowed a Roman 
citizen to be slain by a conspira- 
torial mob, Lysias would be re- 
moved as tribune. He might 
even wind up a slave in the 
galleys. 


Lysias sent for his officers, 
and issued emergency orders. 
A troop of 200 foot soldiers, 70 
horsemen and 200 spearmen 
must be ready that very night— 
to escort Paul in secrecy out of 
Jerusalem, and into the hands 
of Felix, the governor of Judaea. 

Puzzling orders- those! Even 
the soldiers knew that Governor 
Felix was one of the most dis- 
solute and power-drugged men 
in public office. His brother

rakehell companion, and thanks 
to that Felix had risen from 
slavery to the governorship,«and 
married three times on the way. 
He was a most unwise ruler.: 


But in sending Paul to Felix, 
Lysias freed himself of all re- 
sponsibility in the matter—all 
worries about street riots, con- 
spirators and Temple judges. By 
late afternoon of the next day, 
Paul was standing before Felix 
in the palace at Caesarea. Five 
days later his accusers from 
Jerusalem arrived, and the trial 


began, 
t at the left hand of Felix. 

Paul’s eyes searched his ac- 
cusers, now bathed and refreshed 
after their swift journey from 
Jerusalem. Chief among them in 
his white robe, was the new high 
priest, Ananias, present as chief 
prosecutor of Paul, a kind of ec- 
clesiastical district attorney. But 
there was one younger man, who 
stood with Ananias and his 
cronies. A vigerous fellow, very 
busy with the scrolls and 
screeds, he was forever clearing 
his throat, rolling his eyes, and 
sizing up the crowd as if serv- 
ing notice that he was the star 
of the cast and when the action 
began they would see a very 
remarkable performance indeed.
